5-riOOB. Tho cinise of the explosion is sup- 
posed to come from two men in the vicinity 
of the magazine, engaged iu shooting a 
rifle. 
One of them, Albert Egbert Phinney,

panion was badly shaken. 
As far as can 


be ascertained, 110 lives were lost. 
There 


was iu the vicinity of this magazine two 
others- containing about 1000 kegs each. 
The explosion was heard for miles around.

A Number of Towns III Danger, 


MILWAUKEE, April 20.—The flood hero is

nnd spotless of judges; Hobbes. the sceptic: 
'the eminent Dr. Moore of Cambridge," 
ind tho patient nud thoughtful Boyle, all 
vere of the opinion that witchcraft was an 
evil capable of solid proof, and that its 
lead disciples merited sharp and swift 
Juuishment. It was not until the dawn of 
he eighteenth century that men camo (o 
he conclusion that tho devico of "witches

wilchmongcrs" were only ?o many 


ricks and fables, and ulterly unworthy o'f 
rodence. Tho hi^t judicial execution iu 
inghlnd for witchcraft took plncn in 171li, 
vhen n woman and her little daughter wero 
anged at Ifuutiugdon "for s;'llin£j their 
onls to Satan." Since lhat date, however,
